In the early part of last week average 
porker prices started to follow the old falling 
price pattern once more, but on Wednesday 
there was a sharp check to this when rates 
at all the Wednesday auctions were up except 
at Truro where there was a fall of 3s a score 
and Oswestry where prices were unchanged. 


Thursday trade was again slightly easier 
but at Friday auctions demand was brighter 
and prices rose slightly on balance. Then on 
Saturday the position was uncertain—three 
marts had price falls and one a rise of 3s 6d 
for pork weight pigs. 

The pattern varied in different areas. At

Home produced lambs have been marketed in huge quantities. Nearly 60,000 were 

sold by auction in each of the last two weeks at the markets reported on page 7. Only 

in three weeks in October 1959, after the long drought, have numbers ever been 

higher. As a result, average auction prices as shown above were still falling sharply. 

Unless numbers ease, or there is some unexpected change in the market, this year 
could be worse than 1959. 


Glut of Poor Quality 
Eating Apples 


EASONABLE heavy supplies of English 

apples reached all markets last week, but 
quality varied greatly. Best Worcesters main- 
tained steady prices although there was a 
glut of poorer quality fruit. In contrast, 
pears have been in short supply everywhere 
and those available sold at high values. There 
were still not enough cooking apples at 
Covent Garden and prices were firm, but 
at Birmingham values showed a downward 
trend as supplies increased. 

Trade in plums varied greatly. Reports 
from Glasgow indicated that sales of Victorias 
were brisk, whereas at Birmingham they were 
in moderate supply and demand was fair. At 
Manchester, supplies were already dwindling 
after an unusually light season but Covent 
Garden reported heavy arrivals throughout 
the week. 

Tomatoes maintained their heavy supplies 
and values were still low. This trend was 
typical of the salad products generally which 
requires some sunny weather to brighten up 
trade, Other vegetables were in steady supply, 
with runner beans in particular holding their 
value. Peas were nearing the end of their 
season and quality was variable.

LANNING is going to be a very topical subject in the coming months. 
During the past week or so the Chancellor of the Exchequer has been 
discussing his ideas with representatives of employers’ organizations, trade 


unionists and others who influence opinion. 


Mr. Selwyn Lloyd’s aim is to devise 


methods by which sound and sustainable economic growth can be brought about. 


To give rise to better living standards more quickly. 


The emphasis will be on 


long-term planning and both sides of industry will be called upon to help 


formulate the plans. 

Nothing could be more undesirable 
than to start with the belief that all of our 
problems would be solved simply by 
establishing a new national planning 
organization. For in a free society such 
as ours that body would have to look for 
success by trying to influence opinion 
rather than by positive direction. 


Choose for Himself 

That is the difference between Russia 
and Great Britain. In this country a man 
can choose for himself where he wants to 
work and live. And how he wants to 
spend his money. He can seek higher 
profits or bargain for bigger wages with- 
out restraint. Unfortunately, the very 
freedom which marks the measure of our 
political and social advancement can 
retard our economic progress. 

Demands for higher wages have out- 
stripped productivity. As a result prices 
have risen. Partly because of cost 
inflated prices, but also because it has 
often been easier to make profits at 
home, British industry has not held its 
own in world markets. 

Every time expansion starts to gather 
pace our import bill rises faster than our 
export receipts. And we start to run a 
balance of payments deficit. This and the 
consequent weakening of the £ in the 
foreign exchanges forces the Government 
to apply the brakes. 

Our inability to maintain an expan- 


sionary movement for any length of time 
is a matter of great concern. Two 
important causes should receive a good 
deal of attention by any new planning 
body. 

First is the question of overfull 
employment. In 1955 and again in 
1960/61 the existence of more jobs 
than people to fill them created an up- 
ward pressure on wages, costs and 
prices. Pleas for restraint met with little 
SUCCESS. 

To-day it is recognized that closer and 
more flexible control of our resources, 
including manpower, is desirable. From 
past experience we have learned that the 
economic machine, like a motor car, is 
likely to seize up if run flat out for very 
long. The driver of 2 motor car knows 
exactly when he is pushing it as hard as 
it will go, because his dashboard is fitted 
with reliable indicators, Furthermore he 
knows just how much accelerator to use to 
obtain maximum sustainable performance. 


Faith in Experience 


The driver of the economic machine 
(that is its management) is not supplied 
with such efficient indicators and a great 
more faith has to be put in experience. 
It is easy to tell when the engine is run- 
ning too hot. Labour shortages and rising 
costs and prices are early symptoms. 
Equally, it is easy to tell when more 
power could safely be used because there

Obviously then the first 
more reliable indicators that allow for the 
delayed effect. Greater study of more 
comprehensive and up-to-date statistics is 
called for. Quite a lot is being done in 
this direction. But a prime task for the 
planners will be to see that even better 
material is available to work with. 

The second problem I have in mind 
for them to deal with is our export 
failure. It cannot be explained away 
wholly by reference to wage demands 
forcing up costs and so pricing us out 
of world markets. 

Recently I chatted with the personnel 
manager of a very large industrial enter- 
prise which has a payroll of about 10,000. 
He was strongly of the opinion that indus- 
try is filled with too many specialists and 
too few co-ordinators. In other words 
we don’t pay enough attention to training 
management. 

Hand in hand with weaknesses in 
management is lack of spending on 
research. Both should be tackled from a 
national viewpoint, and on a_ national 
basis.

ITCHIN, normally just a quiet market town in Hert- 

fordshire, has become the centre of revolt against 
low barley prices. It began at the old Corn Exchange with a 
demonstration reminiscent of the ’30’s with pickets urging 
growers not to sell below the Working Party’s recom- 
mended price of 73s per qr and placards warning that 
unless offers below this were resisted now there was a 
danger of prices going down and staying down.

determinedly: “I hope that the instances 
shown of market exploitation even if a 
little late in the season will be echoed 
throughout the country and have some 
stabilizing effect on the market of the 
remainder of the crop.” 

A member of N.F.U. Headquarters 
Cereals Committee, Mr. Francis Apple- 
yard, Chells Manor, Stevenage, who farms 
1,350 acres growing 800 acres of varley, 
told me that he regarded to-day’s mer- 
chants as being nothing more than post- 
ing boxes. 

“Hitchin is showing people that 
growers are trying to make the storag< 
incentive and deficiency payments schemes 
work effectively,” he said. Last year his 
entire crop had been sold before harvest; 
this year the majority is already im store. 

“T will not sell my barley below £4,” 
said Mr. Jess Wilson, Old Farm, Weston. 
“TI have always been prepared to hang 
on for 9-10 months before disposing of 
my 210-acre crop.” 

The next step? “We must now try 
to increase the pressure a bit. Others 
must come with us, there is nothing to 
lose,” said Mr. Wilson, preparing for the 
next round of the fight . . . and through- 
out the district there was suddenly a new 
respect for a farming community actually 
prepared to fight for a fair deal.

N the Hall” at Ipswich last Tues- 

day the barley trade w was in a state 
of “organized muddle,” to use the words 
of one experienced grower. There was 
no feeling of optimism for the future. 
Prices for good malting barleys were no 
higher than 80s per quarter and the best 
offer for sound, dry feeding barley was 
68s or 25s below the guide price. 

It is fair to say that local merchants 
were not anxious to buy at less than the 
Working Party price, but one of them told 
me that he dare not offer more than £17 
per ton, in view of the fact that he had 
been told by a big London compounder 
that he could get barley delivered to Lon- 
don at £17 10s. 

Adding on, say, £1 per ton, for haulage 
the Ipswich merchant would have little 
enough for himself if he paid even £17. 


No Deal 


One farmer told me that he had refused 
to deal at this price, but admitted that 
there were many weak sellers. 

The general feeling on the market w 
that the scheme to encourage even 
marketing by paying more for late de- 
liveries will not have much effect. The 
crying need at this time of the year ts 
for cash to pay bills. 

A merchant told me that some of his 
customers had owed him money for more 
than 12 months. Twenty-five per cent of 
the money due for autumn seeds and 
fertilizers was still on the books, and more 
than 50 per cent of bills due for spring 
supplies were still unpaid. 

The best bid received by Lord Alstair 
Graham, a light land farmer, was 77s 6d. 
Not one of three merchants would offer 
more for this malting sample and he also 
refused to deal. 


Despondent 

Another rather despondent small farmer 
was Mr. W. M. Wink, of Willow Farm, 
Coddenham, whose sample had made 
82s 6d the previous week. He could not 
get more than 80s on Tuesday. 

Mr. E. G. Stennet, of Hill House Farm, 
Felixstowe, was in a stronger position. He 
keeps 800 pigs and declared firmly that if 
he could not get 90s for his barley he 
would keep it and feed it to them, main- 
taining that anyway he would get a better 
conversion rate through using better- 
quality barley.

“Blythe” is naive if he thinks it was 
the farmers who initiated the fall in price 
by dumping their barley. The feeding 
trade had hardly started when the price 
fell. It is improbable that mill storage 
was anything near full at that time. The 
cause of the initial drop was that certain 
compounders were unwilling to pay the 
indicated value and the rest of the trade 
had to follow suit. 


Anticipation 

It is true that conan heptane se that 
a section of the compounéérs would not be 
willing to give 18s 3d and to protect 
themselves they had to buy at less. 

There is competition between mer- 
chants. At harvest time this takes the 
form of “who can move the barley” 
rather than “who can get the best price.” 
Any merchant who held out for 18s 3d 
when compounders decided to pay 17s 
would have found himself with little 
business to do. 

And once the market has started to 
fall the merchant tends to depress it 
further by trying to cover against the 
next fall. 

Since the initial drop in the feeding 
barley trade, the storage factor has come 
in and depressed the market still further. 

Storage for thousands of tons has not 
suddenly appeared on farms since the

Ministry announced its staggered di 
ficiency payments scheme. 

What little storage there is, is largely 
the hands of merchants and compounders 
They are not subject to arbitrary induce 
ments to storage as are the farmers. It 
they store barley they want payiny for it 
The cost of double handling and storin; 
is On average in the region of Is 3d per 
cwt. This is deducted from the 18s 3d 
per cwt which the merchant hopes to get 

It is unrealistic to expeci that all barles 
can be stored on farms to be brough 
out of store in a steady trickle. 

Compounders’ storage, however, is not 
unlimited and eventually they will again 
have to buy on an immediate use basis 
As they will be unable to buy imported 
barley at less than 20s per cwt c.if., it 
can be expected that the indicated valu: 
will then become the price. 

Every ton of barley kept on the farm 
therefore is bringing nearer the ume when 
compounders will have to buy for imme- 
diate use, and farmers and merchants will 
be able to say “this is the price.” 


Contradiction 

“ Blythe” comments: “Surely it is Mr 
Stroude who is being naive and, at the 
same time, contradicts himself. The 
price fell, not because compounders were 
unwilling to pay the figure but becausc 
so much home-grown barley was on offe:

Total capital cost-of the plant, including 
the purchase of the land, was nearly 
£16,000; about £8,000 of this qualifies for 
the one-third grant. 

The installation, by Messrs. John Wallis 
Tritt & Co., includes an Alvan Blanch 65 
Cascade Drier and a Turner No. 4 
Cleaner. Storage capacity amounts to 400 
tons in bins and 350 tons in sacks. 

Herefordshire now has 20 syndicates, 
largely due to the enthusiasm of Mr 
Capper who was the instigator of Syndi- 
cate Credits (Hereford), Ltd., in 1958. 

These 20 are operating three combine 
harvesters, one baler, one excavator, five 
potato harvesters, four beet harvesters, 
one beet cleaner/loader, one rotovator, 
one combine drill, two fertilizer spreaders 
and one hedge-trimmer.

But some 
form of discipline is regarded as essential. 

The main point to be avoided is felt to 
be the exercise of discipline through con- 
tracts between private packing stations 
and individual producers.

Other size groups increased from 16 per 
cent in the 20 to 30 cow range to 62 per 
cent for herds over 50 cows. Most of 
the increases in the very large herds took 
place in the past five years. 

In 1960 herds with fewer than 10 cows 
contained 206,000 fewer cows than in 
1942 and the over 50 cow herds 205,000 
more. 

The range in average herd size is from 
29 in the mid-west and south-east, and 28 
in the south, to 14 and 15 cows in north 
and south Wales. 


Average Farm Size 

The average size of dairy farms is 102 
acres, with a range from 65 in Wales to 
170 in the east. 

The eastern region carries only 13.4 
cows per 100 acres compared with 28 in 
the north-west. 

Channel Island breeds have increased 
their relative importance in all regions. 
Guernseys have made good progress, from 
almost nothing, in the east and Jerseys 
have gone ahead in the south-east.

Lowest Price Since 1951—Caused by

RODUCER milk prices for August will be cut by Id gallon. 


Because of 


the renewed flood of milk, the average final rate to be paid by the M.M.B. 
in England and Wales will be about 2s 10d a gallon instead of the pro- 
visional 2s 11d. This final price is 1}d below that for last August, 24d below 


the 1959 rate and 2d lower than in the same month of 1958. 


Not since August, 


1951, has the producer price for T.T. milk amen lower—it was then 2s 9d. 


Supply figures issued by 
Board last week show that off-farm sales 


in July were far higher than ever before | 


for that month. 


At 171m gallons, the total was 10m | 


higher than in July of last year. During 
the period 1954 to 1959, July supplies 
averaged little over 150m gallons. 
Despite last month being a very dry 
one, yields per cow were at a record 
level for the time of year. But the big 
increase in the number of cows and 
heifers in the country was probably the 
more important of the two factors cor- 
tributing to the huge volume of sup- 
plies. 

The June returns showed a rise of 
around 100,000 or nearly 33 per cent in 
the national dairy herd. The July milk 
supplies were 6.1 per cent higher than 
12 months previously. 

The rains mostly came too late to pro-

vide abundant autumn grazing but keep 
is by no means short and high yields 
will probably be maintained. This was 
certainly true up to the middle of this 
month, 

So with the provisional rates already 
fixed at a fairly low level, the prospects 
for winter milk prices do not, at the 
moment, look too rosy. 

A brighter spot on the milk front, 
however, was a new record in liquid 
sales for fuly. Some 3.87m gallons a 
day were sold, thus beating the pre- 
vious highest of 3.82m in Fuly, 1950. 
During each of the seven months from 

Sept., 1960, to March, 1961, similar new 
records were chalked up. But in April, 
May and June, the Board’s sales team and 
the distributive trade did not manage to 
exceed the sales achieved in these months 
in the 1949-1951 period. 


Cheese Grading In Store 


“Central Point Essential for New 
Farmhouse Cheese Proposals” 


F cheese grading is to be effective it must be carried out at central stores, says 
the Milk Marketing Board. Two such stores are to be built so that farmhouse 
cheese may be ripened under optimum conditions of temperature and 


humidity. 


A points grading system will be intro- 
duced. Producers making more than 15 
per cent of low grade cheese for three 
consecutive months will be given three 
months to improve with the possibility 
of termination of contract if they do not. 

Publicity is to be stepped up and a dis 
tinctive brand name for farmhouse cheese 
will be introduced. 

In England and Wales there are just 
under 300 farms making farmhouse 
cheese. Nearly 200 make Cheddar and a 
mall number Lancashire. 

Mr. Gordon Groves, of Wellington, 
Shropshire, has been appointed as from 
October 1 as grader of farmhouse Che- 
shire cheese to supplement the existing 
grading service. 

A correspondent writes:— 

Cheshire farmhouse cheese producers, 
while they accept the introduction of a 
points grading system as an improvement 
on the present method that depends, 
basically, on the personal intuition of the 
grader, are solidly against grading being 
done at a central store, or anywhere other 
than on the farm. 

Their principal objection is that cheeses 
will inevitably suffer damage in transit, 
and since points will be awarded for 
appearance they may well be penalized 
for faults entirely outside their control. 


They form an important part of new proposals agreed between the 
Board and the National Cheese Council.

DECISION SOON

ORMALITIES regarding the de- 

requisition by the War Department 
of 10,000 acres of mountain at Traws- 
fynydd, Merioneth, which has been used 
as a gunnery range for more than 50 
years, are now well advanced. 

It will not be too long before a final 
decision is taken, it is stated in a War 
Department letter to Mr. Emrys B. Owen, 
general secretary of the Farmers’ Union 
of Wales.

range. Strong efforts have been made to 
prevent the Forestry Commission taking 
over a large portion of the land, which is 
in an area already heavily afforested.

AUNCHED only in the Spring of this 
year, the pioneer beef recording 
scheme of the Lincoln Red Cattle Society 
is to be expanded. Mr. Walter Dunnaway, 
secretary of the Society, said that plans 
for a national beef recording scheme were 
still in the discussion stage, and the 
society had decided to go ahead and 
expand its own scheme to obtain as much 
information as possible. 

Under the expanded scheme he ex- 
pected there would be five weighing 
districts in Lincs and one in Notts. Also

The extended scheme is expected to 
start in October when the cattle are 
brought in off the grass.

There is a double wire 
between posts at 21 and 38in above the 
ground, which is in fact a complete circuit 
joined through a fence unit to the elec- 
tricity supply at a convenient point. 


Chestnut Droppers 

As they pass through the posts, insu- 
lated by polythene tubing, the wires are 
drawn to holes only 4in apart. Between 
the posts the wires are kept 17in apart 
by the use of chestnut droppers, sawn in 
half. The top wire passes through a small 
hole drilled 2in from the top; the bottom 
one is stapled below the dropper. 

The wires can then be tightened by 
pushing the half-droppers a little closer 
to the nearest post, 

In practice, tightening need be done 
rarely. The whole job can be completed 
around 20 or so one-acre paddocks in an 
hour at the beginning of each grazing 
season. Certainly, the job of “moving 
the electric fence” is no longer the daily 
time-consuming one it once was

Helps In 
Couch Control 


ONTROL of couch grass in some 

areas of the country is being helped 
by the free aerial services of Dow Agro- 
chemicals, Ltd., King’s Lynn.

OCH attention has been focused on 

bale handling techniques in the past 
year or so and considerable progress has 
been made. The new “bale handling” 
section on the live demonstration site at 
this year’s Royal Show proved to be a 
centre of interest and gave farmers a good 
opportunity of judging the merits of 
various machines for themselves. 

Even so, the Royal Show site obviously 
could not prove that certain machines 
were efficient for all conditions, but the 
Ministry of Agriculture have solved the 
problem by _ staging demonstrations 
throughout the country. 


Demonstration 

Last week, the Ministry organized a 
comprehensive display of bale handling 
techniques, on several farms in Wiltshire. 

On Wednesday, when FARMER & 
STOCK-BREEDER visited the demonstration, 
the site was on Mr. C. P. Wookey’s Manor 
Farm at Rushall, near Pewsey. 

It was a fine day so the attendance was 
low as farmers were away harvesting. But 
the success of a bale handling demonstra- 
tion lies in the balanee of the weather, 
as does harvesting, and you cannot 
possibly satisfy everybody.

At a demonstration last week, the machine was working at a forward speed of 5 m.p.h. in a 


DANISH COMBINE’S DEBUT 


Small Selfi-propelled Machine Works Well and 
Gives Clean Sample From Laid Crop

,OLLOWING the introduction of the Dronningborg Dania self-propelled 


Ltd., Rockheath Park, Norwich, organized a demonstration of the machine 


last week at the C.W.S. Estates, Ltd., Coldham, Cambs. 


The machine was seen 


working at about 5 m.p.h. in a partly laid crop of Cappelle Desprez wheat. 
Yield was in the region of 16 sacks per acre. 


Outstanding features of this Danish 
machine include a fitted cleaner, hydraulic- 
ally lifted table which can be pre-set 
between 2in and 6in from the ground, and 
the choice of either bagging or tanking 
mechanisms. Only a few seconds are 





needed to change from one to the other. 
The tank has a capacity of 19}cwt. 
Throughput of the machine was ap- 
proximately 4 tons per hour. Mr. R.

harvester for its size was the most efficient 
one he had seen. Width of cut is 7ft 6in. 

As a cleaner is fitted as standard equip- 
ment the sample produced is marketable. 
This saves drying and labour costs. 

Two bags are fitted for the collection of 
seconds from the returns auger, and dirt 
and weed seeds from the cleaner. 

The various controls are within easy 
reach of the operator and concave adjust- 
ment is carried out by moving two levers 
either side of the machine. 

A safety catch controls the knife and 
feeder auger, which allows the operator to 
prevent green material, dirt and stones 
from accumulating inside the machine 
immediately. When changing from one 
crop to another, a simple sliding hatch 
fitted to the bottom of all the augers is 
removed and the remaining grain is 
allowed to drop out from the bottom. 


Long Shakers 

Very little grain was being carried over 
the straw walkers at the rear of the 
machine, which was probably due to the 
length of shakers and concave design. 
Concave width is 44in and the measure- 
ments of the drum are 44in X 17in dia- 
meter. 

A novel feature of the Dania is that 
each grease nipple has beside it a square 
of coloured paimt. On the side of the 
machine is a chart showing how often 
each nipple should be greased according 
to its colour. Four colours complete the 
chart and it is claimed to reduce greasing 
time by 75 per cent. 

The outfit is powered by a Perkins 
Diesel 499 engine which develops 39 b.h.p. 
at 3,000 rpm. It uses just over one 
gallon of fuel per working hour. 

Forward speeds vary between 1 m.p.h. 
and 114 m.p.h, Differential lock, electric 
lights, two knives and different sized seed 
riddles are supplied as standard. Extras 
include a straw trusser, straw cutter and 
grain lifters.

In other words, it is essential to make 

a sound assessment of the current farm 
paper 8 on any farm before committing 
the farmer to any particular line of 
action. 

We now need to know how the current 
farm situation has arisen, is it static, or 
is it developing? 

This assessment is made by casting 
one’s eye over the stock to see how fit 
they are; looking at the grass swards, 
especially leys that have been down for 
three years or longer. Such swards can 

vide very revealing clues. They may 
Be full of bent, and they may have few 
of the sown species left; one can arrive at 
certain conclusions on the management to 
which they have been subjected. 


Indexed 

It is now 10 years or so since Mr. C. H. 
Blagburn introduced the system index and 
the yield index which together enabled us 
to make a pretty accurate assessment of 


both the intensity and the technical effi- 


ciency of a farming system. 

None of these indices, however, gave 
any indication of the profitability of a 
farming system because one did not know 
what the costs involved were. 

To obtain these it was necessary to 
analyse the farm accounts, and it was con- 
venient to itemize the costs under these 
headings, and again under costs per farm 
and costs per acre: Paid labour, pur- 
chased feedingstuffs, seeds, fertilizers (less 
cee rent and rates, machinery (in- 
cluding fuel and power, repairs, deprecia- 
tion, Sictene services, licences) and mis- 
cellaneous. 


Vital Factor 


This was a tremendous step forward ~ 
the development of Farm 
Advisory work, and the formal nent 
loss accounts and balance sheets became 
meaningful. This system of farm analysis 
has been used extensively throughout the 
N.A.A:S. in the last decade and is familiar 
to many farmers. 

As farm costs increased and the amount 
of capital required in the farm business 
became a more vital factor, we required 
to know the financial implications of modi- 
fications within the system itself. The 
financial implications of switches from one 
enterprise to another needed to be clearly 
defined in financial terms. 

The Advisory Officer was now faced 


To answer these questions satisfactorily 
involved the preparation of budgets, and 
one of the main Farm Management 
Advisory activities in the N.A.A.S. is now 
the preparation of budgets to meet the 
needs of an infinite variety of farming 
systems. 

One major weakness of this Farm 
Management procedure is the historical 
nature of the farm accounts. It is some- 
what academic, when planning the future, 
to study the financial results of activities 
which may have taken place two years 
ago. Therefore it was necessary to evolve 
new techniques which could diagnose 
current farm situations and provide up-to 
date information for forward planning. 


By Computer 

A most promising method was evolved 
by Liversidge in Northern Ireland based 
on “gross margins,” which enabied the 
Advisory Officer to speed up the process 
of Farm Management advice and provided 
ready-made budgets. This system has 
since been developed by the N.A.A.S, in 
various parts of the country and is now 
freely available in those areas. 

In the U.S.A. a somewhat complicated 
method for calculating the optimum 
system on any farm in order to maximize 
profits has been used. This method is 
called “linear programming,” but it needs 
an electronic computer to deal with the 
mathematics and a most careful definition 
of the problem. 

In conjunction with Farm Management 
Liaison Officers, the N.A.A.S. occasionally 
uses linear programming to check com- 
plex cases, but it is hardly likely that it 
will become part of our regular Farm 
Management service in the foreseeable 
future. 

However, a simplified form of linear 
programming is used in the N.A.A.S. in 
some regions and is called “ programme 
planning.” By this method “opumum” 
combination of enterprises which takes 
account of the limiting factors is now used 
by many of our seiigneel 


individual farm. A compromise has to 
be worked out. 


One fact is clear from all these develop- 
ments and that is that more accurate 
recorded data will be required from the 
farmer in order to get the most out of 
such intricate devices. The N.A.AS. is, 
therefore, anxious to assist in the pro- 
motion of recording schemes on both crops 
and live stock as a basis for an efficient 
and universal Advisory Service im Farm 
Management.

WHAT'S LEFT FOR THE BOSS

OTH linear programming and gross margin analysis and planning make 


use of the same basic figures for any farm.

For analysis under either of 


these systems, the farm is regarded as consisting of a number of separate pro- 
ductive enterprises. The first step is to break up the total output between them. 


Then the costs of production are 
divided into two groups, fixed and vari- 
able costs. 


Variable costs are those which will alter | 


if the pattern or volume of production 
changes. Fixed costs are all those which 
will not alter unless the change is very 


By subtracting the variable costs of any 
enterprise from its output, we get the 
Gross Margin of that enterprise. This 
represents its contribution towards paying 
off the total fixed costs of the farm. After 
all such costs have been covered, any 
balance at the end is the net farm profit. 

In practice, certain costs such as fuel 
and repairs, which are variable, are too 
difficult to allocate to enterprises and are 
left in fixed costs. 

The breakdown of costs is in the table 
set out below. 

Both cash crops and grazing live stock 
enterprises can be thought of in terms of 
the land required for the enterprise (acres 
of wheat or acres of cows). The gross 
margin per acre from any of these enter- 
prises can then be calculated and used 
both for checking the efficiency of each 
enterprise, and in deciding upon the 
enterprises to select. 

Some live stock, such as pigs or poultry,

(except for buildings), so they have to be 
considered afterwards. 

But when planning his farm, the farmer 
hopes to use all his factors of production, 
land, labour and capital, to the best advan- 
tage. He might decide to put most of 
his farm in some crop with a very high 
gross margin per acre, but it might require 
a great deal of labour—more than he had, 
or could afford. 


So he must look at the returns from 
labour as well as from land, and capital as 
well. This is the basic idea underlying 
both linear programming and gross mar- 
gins, discussed on the following pages, an 
attempt to sort out the best combination 
of cnterprises to make the most profitable 
use, within the limits of the farmer and 
his farm, of his resources. 


There is no conflict at all between 
the methods. The differences only lie in 
the way that data about the farm is 
actually handled. 

On the right are three examples of 
simple gross margin analysis, which illus- 
trate how the gross margins are arrived 
at. Examples A and B show you that in 
terms of returns per acre, wheat and cows 
are paying you equally well.

A quick guide to the management 
faults that cause the losses 


HEN using the gross margin analysis method, the first step is to find 
out just what the gross margins of each enterprise actually are and 


also the level and make-up of fixed costs. 


Once you have this informa- 


tion, you can look at each gross margin to decide whether each particular 
enterprise is being run with reasonable efficiency. 


In other words, once you have split up 
the production of the farm in this way, 
you look to see whether any modification 
in present methods, without altering the 
cropping pattern, is called for. 

It might be that the gross margin 
from wheat worked out at £22 per acre, 
whereas @ common figure in the district 
ts £30. The cause “of this low figure 
would almost certainly be a technical 
one; wrong variety, misused fertilizer, 
poor cultivations. The immediate re- 
action should be to decide how to put it 
right. 

Similarly with any other poor return. 
With dairy cows it might be low yields, 
overfeeding of concentrates or understock- 
ing of grassland, and again a technical 
investigation and remedy would be 
needed 


It is sometimes said that in this method 
of gross margin analysis fixed costs are 
ignored. This is not fair, but there is no 
escaping the fact that they are much more 
difficult to alter because of their very 
nature, than are some of the gross 
margins. 


Sort It Out 


Labour may be too heavy for the pat- 
tern of cropping and stocking, but usually 
any drastic correction will call for a major 
reorganization of both techniques and 
enterprises. 

But what is even more difficult, high 
machinery costs are often the result of 
past extravagance, and nothing but time 
and depreciation allowances will alter 
that. 

However, difficult though fixed costs are 
to alter, full regard must be paid to them. 
Very roughly, fixed costs on a 
farm should not amount to more than 





two-thirds of the total gross margin. If 
they do, it is certainly worth checking the 
labour force, which should not cost more 
than one-third of the total gross margin in 
normal circumstances. 


Ask Yourself 


Look first at the live stock enterprises. 
Have you enough stock for each stock- 
man? 

Then the pattern of cropping. How 
many men should really be necessary? It 
is a rare arable holding of any size that 
could be run with less than three day- 
men, though some try with two on farms 
around 100-150 acres. The proportion of 
high-value crops, such as sugar beet and 
potatoes, has a marked influence here. 
But generally one man to 75 acres of 
arable is a reasonable aim for farms over 
200 acres. 

Less than that, you have the problem of 
the minimum number of men required at 
one time to do certain jobs—combine 
harvesting or potato planting. 

With machinery, the problem is more 
difficult. A rough idea of expected 
machinery costs for a given size and type 
of farm can be found from economists’ 
surveys. 

Generally speaking, unless the 
machinery costs are very much out of line, 
they will have to be accepted at their pre- 
semt level on most farms, for the reason 
mentioned above. 

Rent and general overheads, the other 
fixed costs, are usually even more intrac- 
table. So we are left with this position 
at the end of analysis : 

The gross margins of each enterprise 
have been found and either accepted as 


satisfactory or the reason for poor perfor- 
mance discovered. In this case the farmer 
must decide whether the matter can be 
rectified, or whether it is something in- 
herent in the farm—poor fertility for 
instance, in which case he can only con- 
tinue to plan on the current low level of 
achievement. 

Once all this information has been 
assembled, you can plan in the light of the 
results. If analysis has disclosed under- 
employment of labour, you can aim to 
increase the proportion of high-labour 
high-return enterprises—roots or milk for 
example. If one type of cereal has a much 
better gross margin than another, he can 
switch his resources—within the bounds 
of good husbandry. 

It must never be forgotten that con- 
centration on those enterprises that give 
the highest return must never be at the 
expense of the farm. 

Again, if land is understocked, the 
farmer can consider the alternative of in- 
creasing stock numbers, or reducing forage 
acreage and growing more cash crops. 

Another tack is to consider an organiza- 
tion requiring less fixed costs—less labour 
perhaps, by concentrating on cereals and 
pulses and giving up roots, 


One Does All 


The whole point of the system is that 
the one set of information is used to 
analyze the present set-up, to find out 
whether there are any “passengers” 
among the enterprises, to look at the 
level and structure of fixed costs, and to 
plan any necessary reorganization, The 
information not only shows which direc- 
tions such planning should take, but pro- 
vides the basis for any budgets, which can 
be made in a fraction of the time that the

THE BOFFINS POINT TO THE... . 


BEST WAY TO RE-PLAN 
FOR MAXIMUM PROFIT 


CHRISTOPHER BARNARD 


Farm Economics Branch, Cambridge, explains the 
electronic computer's part in linear programmes 


F we are constructing alternative plans for our holding, on what will the 
success of our deliberations be based? To a large extent on a thorough 


knowledge of our farm and its possibilities. 


But taking this a step farther, 


just what does a thorough knowledge imply? in fact, quite a lot. We can break 


down the answer into four parts. 


First, we must know what resources 
are available, for these are the tools with 
which we manipulate production. For 
example, we must know how much crop- 
pable land there is and how much un- 


ploughable grass. oe types of buildings | 
ch accommodation | 
How wh regulars are | 


there are, and how m 
they provide. 
available and whether casual labour can 
also be obtained. 

Secondly, we must decide on the crop 
and live stock alternatives that the re- 
sources will let us carry. The soil may be 
suitable for some crops, not for others. 
Even where soils are suitable for specific 
crops, contracts may be required which 
are hard to come by. Fields may not be 
fenced and watered so that grazing live 
stock are not easily carried. 

Alternatively, the availability of a good 
set of dairy buildings may dictate that 
dairying is included as a age wap There 
may be no casual labour in the district, 
so that it will not be possible to lift pota- 


but not least, we must take 
account of our own preferences and skills. 
For instance, although pigs might add to 
the profit of the farm, we may not be 
able to stand the sight of them, so we 
do not include them in our list. 

Thirdly, since further expansion of the 
farm plan is eventually prevented by the 
enterprises using up some or all of our 
resources, we must know the demands 
made by the enterprises on the resources. 
For example, we need to know how much 
labour the different crops and live stock 
require at times that are likely to be busy. 
How much feed and how much accom- 
modation the live stock want. 

Finally, some basis is needed on which 
to select the enterprises. Since we are 
concerned with making as much profit as 
possible, this selection is based on money 
values—namely, the gross margins. 


Gross margins give us our batting 
order. We start with those enterprises 
that give us a high return to our re- 
sources and work down the 
scale. Our aim is to get a combination 
of enterprises giving us a profit that 
cannot be bettered . further changes 
were to be made. 

In short, when i we need a 
knowledge of the resources available, the 
enterprises that they permit, together with 


‘their gross margins, and the demands the 
enterprises make on the resources. 

This discussion of principles may all 
seem a far cry from computer planning. 
In fact, it is essential. The computer is 
a machine and cannot reason for itself. 
Not only must it be fed with all the data 
we need to reach a decision, but it also 
has to be instructed how to handle the 
data. Thereafter it comes into its own 
and can in a matter of seconds suggest 
plans that might not only take hours of 
laborious mental calculations but which 
might get bogged down in the process. 


Processed Farm 

As a practical example, let’s take the 
case of a 210-acre heavy land farm in 
Essex. Two hundred acres are capable 
of being cropped, the present system being 
an approximate six-course rotation based 
on two white straw crops followed by a 
break of roots or legumes. 

The left-hand column in Table I shows 
the cropping in a typical year. In addi- 
tion, ten sows are kept, the progeny being 
fattened to bacon weight.

tractor drivers and one general worker. 
The farmer also helps out at busy 
omg making the effective labour 
ce five when there is the greatest need 
for I labour. In addition, a gang of eight 
casual workers are employed to pick up 
potatoes. The machinery complement in- 
cludes a large and a small combine and 
a beet harvester. 

There is sufficient accommodation for 
pig numbers to be increased by 50 per 
cent. Yards in which machinery is at 
present kept could accommodate 25 fat- 
tening cattle. Grain is stored in sacks 
and there is an indoor potato store. 
Yields on the farm are up to standard, 

as is the net income of over £8 per acre. 
We want to know, however, if he can 
do still better without being involved in 
any heavy capital expenditure. He is pre- 
pared to have an extra white straw shift, 
and to grow potatoes under penalty if it is 
worthwhile doing so. He reckons that 
he can get his sugar beet acreage raised to 
about 20 acres over the years. 

In getting this data into a form suitable 
for the computer use is made of the tech- 
nique known as “ linear ———-. 
in which a two-way table or “ matrix ” 
constructed, A small section of this is 
shown in Table II. (The full matrix has 
23 columns and 26 rows.) Across the top 
are listed the enterprises that we are pre- 
pared to have on a the form, ee with

their gross margins. In our case, although 
cattle and poultry are technically feasible, 
they are not included as we do not like 
them. Down the side the resources are 
detailed. It is within these resources that 
the new plan must be made. 

We cannot crop more than the 200 acres 
of available arable land. We cannot grow 
more than 20 acres of sugar beet because 
of the contract limitations. We must plan 
within the limits of our labour. 

In the body of the table, the demands 
that the enterprises make on the resources 
are shown. 


The first two rows are easy to inter- 
pret. Every acre of crop grown takes 
one acre from the 200-acre store of 
arable land. Every acre of sugar beet 
grown removes one acre from the 
contract acreage. 


The third row—May labour—needs a 
little more explanation. May is a busy 
period because of: beet singling, which 
needs 36 hours per acre during the month. 
At the same time spraying wheat and hoe- 
ing beans require 1/5th of an hour and 
2 hours per acre respectively. The labour 
force of fi five men (farmer included) are 
reckoned to supply 1,055 hours of pro- 
ductive work—overtime included but with 
allowance for bad weather. 


N xt Step 

If the labour force can cope in a busy 
period such as this, then it can also cope 
when things are less pushed. The signs 
simply mean that we cannot use more of 

a particular resource than the quantity 
evatebie, but that alternatively we can 

use less. For instance, we cannot have 
por 20 acres of sugar beet, but there is 
nothing to stop us growing only 15 acres. 

In this way, all the data needed by the 
farmer when working out his own plans 
by other means is incorporated in the 
matrix, which, indeed, is a summary of the 
farming situation and possibilities. 

The next step is to feed the data into 
the computer. For the computer in 
Cambridge—EDSAC II in the Mathe- 
matical Laboratory—this is done by 

the information on paper tape. 


most limiting. It then turns to the enter- 
prise with the next highest return. In the 
process it may have to push out some of 
the first enterprise to let in the second. 
It proceeds in this fashion to the stage 
where nothing can be introduced with 
advantage, which means that the gross 
margin to the whole farm is at its highest. 

To do all these calculations commonly 
takes about 30 seconds. The solution is 
punched automatically on paper tape, 
which, when put through a printing-out 
machine, turns the dots on the tape into 
figures. As well as showing the level of 
the different enterprises and the total gross 
margin, the solution also shows what re- 
sources have run out, what it would be 
worth paying to get additional resources 
and how sensitive the individual enter- 
prises are to changes in gross margins. 
Re-planned 

The middle column of Table I shows 
the computed plan for our farm. A number 
of changes are made, although none of 
them is very far-reaching. The entire 
acreage of oats and a considerable part of 
that of the beans and clover—all low 
gross margin crops—are replaced by bar- 
ley, potatoes and sugar beet—all crops 
with higher gross margins. The penalty 
is now paid on six acres of potatoes ex- 
ceeding the quota. Wheat has not ex- 
panded further because it usually follows 
the break crops, and so cannot exceed the 
latters’ acreage. We now have a rotation 
of three white straw crops and a break. 
At the same time pigs expand up to the 
capacity of the buildings. Since there is 
— a fairly large acreage of roots, labour 

ized im late autumn, and is 

ee fairly pushed at singling time. 


These changes put working costs up 
by about £1,000 and receipts up by 
about £2,000. On balance net income 
rises by over 50 per cent to £13 8s per 
acre. 

Since the labour position on farms is 
not getting any easier, a further solution 
was calculated, showing the effect of 
having only four men (including the 
farmer). Here we are changing the 


“ fixed ” resources of the farm. Other ex- 
amples are varying the rotational restric- 
tions or the machinery complement 
or the limits of live stock accommodation. 
Such changes are readily handled by the 
computer by feeding in substitute data. 

When the computer has solved the 
initial farm problem it automatically car- 
ries on and solves those where the re- 
sources have been varied. In this way 
we can quickly find out whether it is 
worth while making such changes as put- 
ting up new buildings or buyimg new 
machinery or, as in this case, reducing the 
labour force. 

The four-man solution is shown in the 
right-hand column of Table I. As in the 
five-man solution, the rotation is changed 
from two cereals and a break to three 
cereals and a break. However, in view of 
the reduced labour force, the break con- 
sists more of legumes and less of roots. 
Pigs are again expanded to the limit of 
their accommodation. 

In spite of there being one man less, 
this plan nevertheless raises sales by over 
£1,000 compared with the present farm 
plan. Although costs of seeds, fertilizers 
the pig feed also rise, they are largely 
offset by the saving of a man’s wage. On 
balance, net income has risen by over 
£1,000. 


To Stay 

This plan suggests that there is too 
much slack in the present labour organiza- 
tion. It also shows that the extra man 
doesn’t quite pay his way, for net farm 
income falls by £68 when we move from 
four men to five. 

Making use of computers in this fashion 
is a logical step in removing a good deal 
of the tedious calculation from farm plan- 
ning. Since it is possible to handle a 
much greater volume of data, there is less 
likelihood of making misieading over- 
simplifications. At the same time, it be- 
comes practicable to consider a whole 
range of alternative plans. Computers 
have already come to stay in many other 
industries, and agriculture can now be 
added to the list.

OBSERVATIONS ON RESULTS - This low intensity farming can only be 
profitably carried on due to the exceptionally low fixed costs. With 
your cheap land, it will pay to use land rather than excessive fertili- 
zers and bought feed. Your fertilizer use could be increased slightly 
and the concentrates per cow reduced. I suggest you obtain better land 
use by stocking at the rate of 2-24 acres per stock unit and by making 
more. silage to reduce the purchase of concentrates. At present your 
farm is barely producing maintenance and you are feeding 4lb of concen- 
trates for every gallon produced.

them with standards giving reasonable 
levels of profitability and suggests 
methods of improving any weaknesses. 

Both MA.1 and MA.2 are single sheets 
of paper, the data required is straight- 
forward and simple to record, and the in- 
formation and advice given are easily 
understood, brief and to the point. 

The results provide an economic back- 
ground on which the District Advisory 
Officer can base his advice, and a sound 
basis on which the farmer can improve his 
business methods. 

Where weaknesses are revealed, further 
investigations may necessary and 
methods are being developed of probing 
into weaknesses and guiding the farmers’ 
management techniques in his different 
enterprises. In Bucks we are using seven 
advisory approaches to correct weaknesses 
revealed by the analysis, They cover 
grassland production, crops, all branches 
of live stock, labour and machinery. 


Milk Measure 

An example can be quoted. In Bucks, 
milk is an important product. By means 
of a simple monthly data sheet, which 
takes the farmer about 10 minutes to 
complete, we can give him a measure of 
his efficiency in milk production each 
month within two to three days of receiv- 
ing the information from him. This en- 
ables any corrective advice to be given 
immediately on request, and the results of 
that advice again recorded within a week 
or so after putting it into practice. 

We are also developing a monthly cost- 
ing system on pig enterprises. The in- 
formation required from the farmer is 


again simple and takes no more than 15 
minutes a month to record. 

After analysis of MA.1 and diagnosis by 
the District Advisory Officer a question 
often asked by the farmer is “ Where do 
I go from here?” He may have been 
advised to give up a weak enterprise and 
expand a strong dairy enterprise, to which 
his reply is “How will increasing my 
dairy herd by 15 cows show up in my 
accounts? ” 

The District Advisory Officer already 
knows from the analysis the farmer’s 
levels of expenses and standards of pro- 
duction. By incorporating these figures, 
showing the expanded herd, on MA.1, a 
complete budget can quickly be drawn 
up and again processed through the unit. 

The use of the system in this way is 
as important, if not more so, that its 
use for analytical purposes. Analysis 
deals with what has happened. Budget- 
ing is a process, using sound basic 
material, to project what will happen 
in the future. 

It can also be used to forecast the effect 
of varying price levels, for example, what 
happens with a drop in milk price, or an 
increase in beef, etc., in farm businesses. 


Jogged Along 

Possibly the best way of explaining 
the Scheme is to give an example. Farmer 
Smith (he is a_ real character, not 
fictitious, who can be interviewed in con- 
fidence) was jogging along, not uncom- 
fortably, but not spectacularly, on a 
somewhat difficult Aylesbury Vale farm. 
He has a largish family of which all the 
boys wish to make a career of agriculture, 
if possible farming on their own. 

He is worried that his level of profit- 
ability will not provide a technical educa- 


tion, which he considers essential to-day 


for farming, or the increased acreage or 
farms for his sons to occupy. 

The farm has been in the possession of 
the family for some years—since the 
*thirties—and some adjoining land has 
been rented for the same time at a lowish 
rental owing to the lack of buildings. 
Fixed costs with the pre-war rent and 
1930 values are, according to 1961 
standards, low. Until the present need 
arose, no undue pressure on management 
to increase profits had been felt. Prices 
had fallen slightly, but income was still 
being maintained at a reasonable level. 

Mr. Smith attended one of the District

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Farm Management meetings in February 
where the scheme was explained, and de- 
to participate. With the aid of his 
annual accounts and a well kept farm 
diary, he was able to complete MA.1. 
That was not difficult, with the help of 
his accountant. 

The main points to watch are: 

See that the valuations are realistic to 
to-day’s values and that breeding stock 
values do not fluctuate from year to year. 
Otherwise, with under-valuation, one can 
be deluded as to the interest the capital 
is earning; and fluctuations give rise to 
paper profits and losses which bear no 
relation to management 

Costs are divided into fixed and vari- 
able. Fixed costs are basically incurred 
as soon as farming is started and to a 
great extent are incurred regardless of 
what is being produced. They have to 
be overcome before moving into the 
profit zones. This division enables enter- 
prise gross margins, dealt with in another 
article in this issue, to be calculated. 

Allocation of feed to different live stock 
should be accurate. Food costs account 
for approximately 70 to 80 per cent of the 
cost of production of all live stock enter- 
prises. Food recording is essential for 
reliable results from any farm manage- 
ment advisory system. 

Mr. Smith’s MA.1 was put through the 
Analysis Unit under code, and the report 
contained in MA.2 returned to him 
within 10 days. Briefly, it showed low 
intensity farming with low costs, bur 
making a reasonable profit 

It indicated: weak pig and poultry 
enterprises; low store cattle returns; a 
large dairy enterprise making a profit 
through very low cost forage covering a 
somewhat extravagant use of bought con- 
centrates in relation to yield; and a small 
paying sheep unit. 


Loss to Profit 

After consideration of the report, Mr 
Smith asked for a budget as to what 
would happen if he abandoned pigs, 
reared a minimum of dairy replacements, 
replaced the store cattle with ewes, and 
concentrated on his dairy enterprise 
This budget was drawn up on an MA.1, 
processed and reported on with a second 
MA.2. It decided long-term policy. 

In the meantime Mr. Smith decided to 
utilize the Food Cost in Milk Production 
Scheme to keep a check on his dairy 
enterprise. 

On May 3 he submitted his monthly 
figures as shown on this Basic Data Sheet

This was analysed and showed a poten- 
tial loss of £38 for the month. The 
report was returned to him on May 5, 
with suggestions by the Advisory Officer. 

These budgeted to change the loss of 
£38 into a profit margin of £92 for the 
month. Mr. Smith put the suggestions 
into operation immediately and after one 
week, on May 12, submitted a further 
Basic Data Sheet showing what actually 
happened. It measured an actual profit 
margin of £89 being achieved. 

With this system of monthly recording 
in conjunction with MA.1 and MA.2 re- 
sults are speedily available, action imme- 
diate and positive.

The farm buildings consist of a four- 
bay Dutch barn with a lean-to on either 
side, one of these having been added in 
the past year. There are a four-stall, two- 
unit milking parlour, dairy, five loose boxes 
and a timber-frame deep litter shed to 
accommodate some 200 birds. Milk has 
to be taken half a mile to a pick-up point 
and there is no farm cottage. 


Decision 

After following an arable farming policy 
for several years Mr. Tawell decided in 
1955 that leys would have to be intro- 
duced in order to raise fertility, so he 
commenced dairying. By 1959 all but 31 
acres were in grass or forage crops and 
the herd numbered 19 Friesian cows plus 
followers. 

Mr. Tawell’s accounts indicated that 
farm income had fallen through adopt- 
ing a fertility restoring system and he 
decided that a change would have to be 
made. 

From records provided by Mr. Tawell 
the gross margins were worked out and 
found as follows : —

The cereal margins were considered to 
be satisfactory, especially as the crops 
were contract harvested and this cost had

already been charged as a variable cost. 

The gross margin of £23 per acre from 
the dairy herd, however, was too low and 
ought to have been about £30 per acre. 
The reason, on this farm as on so many 
others, for the low gross margin per acre 
from cows was not that the revenue per 
cow was sub-normal but that too many 
acres were being used per cow. 


Examination 

An examination of the fixed costs did 
not hold out any hope that they could be 
reduced, Labour at £700 was reasonable, 
as was machinery depreciation, repairs 
and fuel at £780. The rent of £300 and

miscellaneous expenses of £350 were costs 
that simply had to be accepted. 

It was evident that a gross margin from 
the dairy herd of £23 per acre was too low 
a figure to provide a realistic basis for 
future planning. If the acreage required 
per dairy cow with followers could be 
reduced to 3} acres, then the gross margin 
from cows would rise to £29 per acre. 
Three and a half acres per cow with fol- 
lowers is a generous amount of land for a 
herd even such as this one, which is loose- 
housed and is self-fed on silage, but as this 
target should be attainable with ease it was 
adopted for planning purposes. 

At this point thought was given to tech- 
nical considerations such as crop rotations 
and fertility maintenance, or in other words 
to tailoring a plan to meet the requirements 
of good husbandry as well as being finan- 
cially acceptable. In brief, 90 acres of the 
farm were accessible to the cows; 80 acres 
were, by reason of distance, lack of fencing 
or water supply, not so accessible. 


Ley System 

It was considered that of the 90 acres 
near the farm, 10 acres should be separated 
out for a kale/one year Italian ryegrass 
rotation for the cows, and the rest of this 
section cropped on a rotation of a three 
year ley followed by three consecutive 
corn crops, thus growing 40 acres of ley 
and 40 acres of corn per annum. 

The off-lying 80 acres could be cropped 
on a rotation consisting of three cereal 
crops followed by one year ley as a break 
crop, thus growing 60 acres of cereals and 
20 acres of one year “seeds” per annum. 

From the point of fertility maintenance, 
it was thought that the grazed leys on the 
near-farm should take care of this aspect, 
thus allowing the dung from the yarded 
cattle to be transferred to help maintain 
the fertility of the off-land 80 acres. 

The budget which was finally evolved is 
set out on the right and it will be noted 
that £24 has been used as the average 
gross margin for barley and oats. 

The plan was checked as being within 
the capacity of the existing labour force. 
While this plan should effect a consider- 
able improvement in farm income, it is 
not by any means the last word in 
planning. 

There is still scope for further intensi- 
fication either by packing more cows on 
the planned acreage of grassland or by 
pruning the grassland on the near farm 
and growing rather more cereals.

The sheep industry on the Continent 
is relatively very small. But such pro- 
ducers of wool, mutton and lamb as there 
are, get very low prices for their wool, 
when viewed against those offered by the 
Board in this country. 

No common agricultural policy has yet 
been agreed by the Six, but the pro- 
posals produced so far by the Common 
Market Commission, the administrative 
body in Brussels, exclude wool altogether.

No Prospect 

Most of our other marketing boards 
would probably be contained within over- 
all European marketing organizations such 
as those already proposed by the Com- 
mission.

So while the N.F.U. will be trying to 
achieve the best possible terms in marry- 
ing the two different systems in most 
other products, it will presumably attempt 
to initiate a system for these two com- 
modities if we go into the Six.

A FORESEEABLE deficiency of 30 million gallons of water a day is esti- 


-the Surface Water Survey of the Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment published last week. The present demand for 114 million gallons a day 
is calculated to increase during the next 20 — wheal 44 million gallons a day. 


The Survey explains that the maxi- 
mum increase which could be obtained 
by fully developing the surface water re- 
sources of the area is 14 million gallons 
a day. The survey—the third in a series 
being made on the recommendation of 
the Central Advisory Water Committee 
—cevers one of the driest parts of the 
country, and is the first to show definite 
water deficiency in an area. In the area 
there is territory within the counties of 
Suffolk, Essex and Cambridgeshire. 

“While part of this deficiency, perhaps 
10 million gallons a day, 
might be met by greater 
re-use of water, it is not 
improbable that some of 
the development of sur- 
face water resources 
would be impracticable,” 
warns the report. 


“There remains the 
possibility of a system of 
comprehensive control 
and distribution in which 
surface and ground water 
sources are made comple- 
mentary to each other. 

“Tf surface sources are overdrawn (as 
they well may be) in normal years and 
ground water sources are rested, then the 
ground water reservoirs will be re- 
plenished and could in their turn be over- 
drawn during drought periods when the 
surface sources can give no more than 
their reliable yields. 

“Nevertheless, the deficiency of 

30 m.g.d. in water supply should in our 

opinion be regarded as imminent.” 

It had been seen that at present about 
7,000 acres were irrigated, and no doubt 
a small increase would be possible by the 
provision of farm reservoirs.

“Vast quantities of water would have 
to be imported from areas which enjoy 
more generous rainfall or be produced 
by the demineralization of sea water on 
a grand scale. At present neither of 
these expedients can be considered eco- 
nomically viable.” 


The storage of farm reservoirs seemed 
inadequate for any but average years. 

Discussing possible methods of develop- 
ment, the report suggested there were 
three possible methods of developing sur- 
face water resources, all of which involved 
the construction of storage reservoirs, 

In Essex there were already two large 
pumped storage schemes, the Abberton 
reservoir based on a catchment of 330 
square miles on the River Stour, and the 
Hanningfield reservoir based on 377 
square miles in the Chelmer-Blackwater 
area,

We Can 
Reduce the 


Pigeon Menace 


HILE I would not wish to minimize 

the damage suffered from pigeons 
by our members Messrs. Plumb, Sea- 
man and Stody Estate (Aug. 8, p. 55) 
I feel that Mr. Cooper’s article needs 
some amplification. 

Our operators have found that on farms 
where they have been poking out nests 
for the past two seasons the pigeons are 
now reluctant to nest in hedges and 
plantations where they have been dis- 
turbed two or three times in previous 
seasons. The pigeons seem to be leav- 
ing these farms and are nesting towards 
the top of mature trees preferably, but 
by no means always, conifers. 

This year we have had fuller co-operation 
from the majority of our members in 
that many of them have allowed our 
warreners to carry a gun in order that 
the sitting pigeon can be shot on the 
nest; some members accompany our 
operator and shoot the birds themselves. 


Other Land 

An important point which does not 
emerge from Mr. Cooper’s article is 
that our three members referred to all 
occupy land on the extreme western 
edge of the Holt and District Rabbit 
Clearance Society area. Lying between 
their farms is other land on which the 
pigeons are rarely molested. 

I think, therefore, that our Society has 
proved that the destruction of pigeon 
nests constantly and over a period of 
at least two seasons has done and can 
do a great deal to reduce the pigeon 
menace. 

I hope you can give better publicity to 
this letter to urge on all occupiers of 
agricultural and forest land the impor- 
tance of joining a pest control society 
voluntarily so that compulsion may be 
avoided.

Institute of Agriculture were able to do 
some work on this, which was set out in 
their Notes issued for the display of the 
results in their tent at the Essex Show 
1959. 

Since then, my customers have found 
that by using this method a very efficient 
control can be exercised, so as to plant 
the correct quantity of seed for a specific 
acreage. This spring a large potato 
grower had 28 tons of King Edward seed 
so sized and each lot planted at the rate 
of l6cwt per acre. 

A big tuber comes through to the sur- 
face of the ground 10 to 14 days sooner 
than a small one and retains its lead more 
or less to the end of its period of growth. 

By having the seed grouped into 
three separate lots, according to the 
size of the tubers, early potatoes can be 
planted so that the earlier crop from 
the large tubers can be marketed before 
the others are ready to be lifted, which 
latter continue to grow until fit to mar- 
ket, instead of being just wasted. 

Commercially the chief problem has 
been the lack of a machine capable of deal- 
ing with the crop as dug and clamped, 
bagging the tubers into ware, large seed, 
middle seed and small seed, and separating 
the chats into a skip for other uses, all in 
one operation. 

This would save a lot of time (whith is 
important when working against wintry 
weather) and lessen the damage to the seed 
which is liable to occur when using double 
dressing. 1 understand that such a 
machine is now being produced.

Develop One-way Ploughs 


N recent years several machines, mainly 

of foreign origin, have been introduced 

to replace the plough. This they failed 

to do, and I think nothing will ever re- 
place it as the basis of good cultivation. 

The semi-digger general-purpose type 
of body is gaining in popularity, but 
ploughs using these bodies usually take 
a 15in furrow or more. This makes it 
almost impossible to finish up a furrow 
without making it into a ditch. Spring- 
tine harrows fail to fill in these wide 
furrows as efficiently as a cultivator or 
scuffler. 

Precision drilling and combining re- 
quire a level surface, and so the logical con- 
clusion seems to be the one-way plough 
Although new machines are being devel- 
oped and used by the farmer, the one- 
way plough seems strangely neglected. 
Where are the snags, and why can’t they 
he overcome?

Divert the Rivers 


URELY the agricultural policy on 
drainage should be to shorten the 
rivers and increase wooded areas and 
grass, for by doing so there would be less 
drainage and the land would be drier by 
preventing flooding of river outlets. 

This would let farmers work the land 
three weeks earlier in spring, adding 4 
ton an acre to the yield. The sacrifice of 
a few score hills in hilly cloudburst areas 
might save many times that amount lower 
down. 

A diversion of the Dove to the Weaver 
would help Nottinghamshire; Lake Bala 
to Merionethshire, the Dee valley and the 
Severn to the Ystwyth. Also, the Ouse to 
the Stour could lower the Fens water 
level. The same with the Thames and 
Avon in Wilts and Devon. This prin- 
ciple might apply to the Humber and 
Tees up north.

FROUBLED WATERS

WORM WORRIES 


Why should piglets develop a scour and 
cough when I wean them at six to eight 
weeks on to a ration of pellets and 
antibiotics?—F. S. 

The most likely cause of the trouble is 
worm infestation, and the presence of 
worm larve in the bronchial tube and 
lungs. Sows about to farrow should be 
wormed not later than 10-15 days before 
their date, and their bellies and hind- 
quarters well washed down with soap and 
water before they are put into a clean sty 
to farrow. Both the sow and the piglets 
may be wormed, using one of the pre- 
parations effective against both intestinal 
and lungworm infestations. The coughing 
may continue for some time after the 
removal of the worms.—Vet. 


Feeding 


MULTIPLE.SUCKLED 
Please advise a follow-on winter ration 
for multiple-suckled Friesian _ steer 
calves. Is multiple suckling cheaper or 
otherwise than the feeding of a milk 
substitute?—D. M. (Yorks). 
A follow-on winter ration could be: 2 
parts by weight crushed oats, 2 crushed 
barley, 2 beet pulp, 1 bran, } linseed cake, 
1 decorticated groundnut cake. Give 
3-4lb of this mixture, together with two 
feeds of good meadow hay to appetite. 
Economic surveys usually find that feed- 
ing milk substitute is the cheaper, but I 
have observed that, on average, the 
suckled calf is usually a little better done. 
Considering the value of the calf my own 
opinion is that there is very little differ- 
ence between the economic results of the 
two methods.—J. S. H. 


TO START AND FINISH 
Please advise a winter ration for 18- 
month-old fattening steers and beasts 
6 months old due to be finished the 
winter following. I have abundant 
grass silage but little hay. There is also 
barley.—D. T. (Mont). 
For the fattening steers (18 months) feed 
silage to appetite in two feeds per day and 
6-8lb crushed barley. For the 6-month- 
old steers: 3-4lb hay, silage to appetite 
and 3-4lb of following mixture: 2 parts by 
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weight crushed barley, 1 
beet pulp, 1 flaked maize, 
} decorticated groundnut 
cake.—J. S. H. 


BABY BEEF 
Please advise on feeding 

weaned calves for baby 

beef. I have plenty of 

hay—N, L. (Kent). 
Up to the age of 6 
months feed the follow- 
ing mixture ad lib: 1 
part by weight ground- 
nut meal, 2 linseed cake, 2 crushed oats, 
} bran, 2 crushed or ground barley, 2 
flaked maize, plus 2lb proprietary minerals 
per cwt mix. Then change this by cut- 
ting out the groundnut meal and reduce 
the oats to 1 part. Feed 7-8lb per head 
per day. At 10 months cut out the oats 
and the minerals and increase the barley 
to 3 parts. Increase the daily amount 
gradually according to condition and 
required speed of finishing, working up 
to 12 or 14lb per head per day if 
necessary.—R. K. 


MILK AND MEAT 
How do wet ale grains compare with 
dried beet pulp for milkers and beef 
calvesPp—C. T. (Sussex). 
Roughly 16lb of wet grains are equal in 
feed value to 4lb dried beet pulp. Grains 
are the richer in protein but are poorer 
in starch. 16lb alone would be sufficient 
for the production of one gallon of milk. 
In the case of dried beet pulp this would 
normally have to have some high protein 
food added, although 4ib could produce 
one gallon so long as the maintenance 
ration was rich in protein, e.g., good hay 
plus kale. Mature cattle can eat up to 
20lb wet grains a day and they are satis- 
factory for beef cattle at the rate of 6lb at 
6 months, increasing to about 16lb at 2 
years. At the same time because of their 
protein to starch ratio, they are better for 
dairy than fattening cattle.—R. K

TO CREEP NO MORE 

Wien should I spray pasture against 
creeping buttercup? I have 2,4-D 
spray preparation. How long should 1 
keep cattle off?—M. H. (Lancs).

A TIMELY TIP 


] HEN housing is limited and 

the yearlings are laying well 
and producing large eggs, and the 
growing pullets are near to lay, a 
decision has to be made. 

Do I leave the pullets on range 
a bit longer and attempt to stop 
them coming into lay by feeding 
mainly grain, or do I sacrifice the 
yearlings’ large eggs and dispose of 
the birds? 

If wt is impossible to “ hold back” 
the pullets, then the yearlings must 
be disposed of. The loss of the 
few large eggs is much less than 
that which can occur when in-lay 
pullets are transferred to their per- 
manent laying quarters, and the 
disturbance causes a neck moult. 

Debeaking, if u is to be done, 
should be carried out at the time of 
transfer from the rearing houses to 
the laying houses 











2,4-D. preparation is non-poisonous to 
stock but it does seem to render poisonous 
weeds more palatable while they are 
dying. This applies notably to ragwort 
but it would be no good thing for the 
stock to ingest much buttercup. Keep 
them out of the field for about a couple of 
weeks. —P. 


RAIN BEFORE DINNER 

I shall be appl-ing lime (2-3 tons per acre’ 
to hill pastures. How long should I 
keep the sheep off?—R, F. 

The sheep may be run on the land as soon 

as the lime has been well washed into the 

soil by the rain, so that none of it remains 

on the surface, nor on the herbage.—Vet. 


BROKEN PROMISE 
Drainage of a field will be completed at 
the end of August. How should I pre- 
pare a seedbed for winter wheat? The 
soul is light loam.—L. H. (Lines). 
First break the turf. Ideally this would 
be done with a rotary cultivator but if 
such a tool is not available, and the ground 
is sufficiently soft, I would disc several 
times. Having broken the turf you should 
then plough to a reasonable depth con- 
sistent with the nature of the soil making 
sure that all the old broken turf is 
thoroughly covered. With such land as 
you describe a very minimum of cultiva- 
tion will be necessary after ploughing and 
the implement most suitable would be the 
disc harrow.—R. J

It is essential to add the formalin 
while the mulk is still fresh and before any 
deterioration or souring has set in. In 
hot weather clean out the tank between 
each consignment of separated milk. The 
use of formalin in this way should keep 
the milk unsoured and liquid for up to a 
week. A rate of 0.1 per cent is equivalent 
to lib formalin added to 100 gallons of 
milk.— H, R. D

Dorset broiler growers are meeting the challenge of smaller profit margins 


Ae at the consistent production of a top-quality chicken is how two 


in this branch of agriculture. 


They are Mr. W. Marshallsay and his 


daughter, Mrs. June Sheppard, of Broadfleet Poultry Farm, Chickerell, Wey- 
mouth, who believe that in order to obtain a worthwhile return to-day the highest 
percentage of birds in each crop must be grade A. 


Mr. Marshallsay, previously engaged in 
the building trade, went into partnership 
with his daughter 34 years ago, soon after 
she had completed a general agricultural 
course at the County Farm Institute. 

Since then Dutch-type veal has been 
produced and a few beef cattle are kept 
for selling as stronger stores, but these 
lines are subsidiary to the main job of 
broiler production. 

The three broiler houses now in use, 
which were erected one after the other 
and completed within six months, embody 
in their design a number of original 
ideas. 


6,000 per House 

Each house, 112ft 6in long, 39ft wide, 
S5ft to the eaves and 10ft to the ridge, 
holds 6,000 birds, at the rate of .66 sq ft 
a head. 

Walls are of pre-cast concrete blocks 
rendered externally with waterproof 
cement, but left untreated inside to allow 
them to breathe. 

The span roof of corrugated asbestos, 
supported by 4in by 2in timber trusses on 
6in-square oak posts, is lined with hard- 
board. Above this in the first, and again 
in the third, house to be built, is lfin 
Fibreglass. 

Windows along both side walls, at the 
rate of one 5ft by 2ft window to each 10ft 
section, act as air inlets, but are fitted 
with hardboard hoods to prevent light 
entering. 

In the first house windows were fitted

with glass in frames, but in later build- 
ings these have been replaced by hard- 
board shutters which, although much less 
expensive, have proved just as effective. 
Besides continuous ridge outlets, two 


At nine weeks these broilers are a good sample. 


18in fans are provided in each house 
These are reversible for use in warm 
weather, a square of hardboard being sus- 
pended below the fan to avoid down- 
draught. At such times baffled openings 
in the end walls also help to keep the 
house interior cool. 

For the first 10 days the chicks undei 
brooders get white light, which is then 
gradually changed to red, this being 
continued until the birds are marketed 
Litter of wood shavings has been put 

down on a floor of earth, but this is now 
in the process of being changed to cha!«, 
which, they find, makes for easier clean- 
ing-out of litter and sterilization of the 
floor after each crop. 

About a quarter of each floor is being 
re-laid between crops. ‘The earth is re- 
moved to a depth of 6in and replaced 
with chalk which, when watered and 
rammed down, sets almost like concrete. 


A Dip Tank 

Another way in which the task of 
cleaning out has been lightened on this 
farm, which employs no outside labour, 
is by the provision of a concrete dip tank, 
10ft by 8ft by 3ft deep. 

Built into each house is a 4-ton capacity 
bulk feed hopper. Like the house walls, 
it is constructed of pre-cast concrete 
blocks which, again, have been left un- 
rendered on the inside. Feed is then 
conveyed by auger to a bin which travels 
the length of the house on a single over- 
head raul.

But there is also serious work afoot on 
the nutritional value of hydrolized poultry 
manure for broilers. 
analysis, it was shown that about one-half 
of the crude protein of hen manure and 
one-third of that of broiler manure used

in this protein study existed in fact as 
true protein, 

When used to supplement diets which 
were deficient in protein, the crude 
protein content of the manures was 
utilized somewhat less efficiently than that 
of soya bean meal, but on the basis of 
true protein the gm. protein/gm. gain was 
about equal in all supplements. 

Now what do you think happens if you 
feed selected insecticides continuously? 
One trial in recent months has done just 
this and (hardly surprisingly) toxicity was 
expressed as mortality, lower egg produc- 
tion, poorer growth or weight loss. Birds 
were fed this way for 29 weeks. Curiously 
enough, some lived to tell a tale. 

More orthodox perhaps was the trial 
with fodder lupins. At 10 or 20 per cent 
in the ration, plus green lupin in summer 
and lupin silage in winter, they were com- 
pared with 10 per cent linseed meal. 

All rations contained some animal pro- 
tem from cooked meat and dairy wastes. 
Lupin protein proved as good as the lin- 
seed protein. In a practical trial replace- 


hens by 20 gm. lupin increased egg yield 
by 13 to 15 per cent. 

Scientists are even using “surgically 
modified hens” for the study of purified 
diets. Apparently they still contrive to 
lay and live even with this treatment. 

I see in further reports details of a new 
poultry feed obtained by growing yeast 
on whey. A concentrate is to be prepared 
in the U.S.S.R. 

Another feed trial confirmed that birds 
fed ad lib. or to appetite ate 2.9 per cent 
less mash than those fed three times a 
day. Time spent distributing feed was 
seven times greater with feeding three 
times, 

This random sample shows surely that 
science is working along unusual paths 
towards increasing poultry output. Ir is 
tough work and unrewarding. Yet out 
of it all come the most unexpected re- 
sults which we ultimately apply.

years when Mrs. Price and her 

husband went to Harper Adams 
Agricultural College, near Newport, 
Shropshire. They set up home in the 
22-room Principal’s house, and faced 
the challenging post-war task of re- 
establishing this famous “university 
of agriculture.” 

“We had to reorganize from 
scratch,” she told me. And although 
periodically hampered by indifferent 
health, Mrs. Price worked quietly and 
determinedly in her husband’s shadow. 

Gradually the task was accomplished 
and to-day, across the road from the 
main buildings, work is proceeding on 
new kitchens, halls of residence, a 
dining room and assembly hall. 

Apart from a practical interest, Mrs. 
Price has always been concerned with 
the students’ welfare and ready to 
offer advice and encouragement when 
asked. 

She was made the first honorary 
member of the Harper Adams Club, 
the old students’ association, and has 
been the instigator of several functions 
which are now red-letter days in the 
college calendar—the Easter residential 
week-end for former students and their 
families; a reunion luncheon and ball.

She also made herself responsible 
for the arrangement of gardens and 
grounds and proudly showed me how 
a swampy patch at one end of the 
sports field had been turned into a 
sunken garden with a pool. 

Somehow she has made the time to 
retain musical interests—her square 
piano is a family heirloom—and to 
follow her other hobbies, interior decor 
and collecting copper, brass and silver. 

Among agriculturists all over the 
world Mrs. Price is known as a charm- 
ing and sympathetic hostess. Her 
visitors this year have included some 
from Russia, America, the Common- 
wealth countries and Africa.

visit of the Queen, then Princess 
Elizabeth, in 1951, the college’s golden 
anniversary year. 

Mrs. Price, born in Stafford, was 
married in 1923. Soon after, she went 
to Harper Adams for a year while her 
husband lectured on estate manage- 
ment. In 1924 they moved to Wilt- 
shire, where he was assistant to Pro- 
fessor R. Boutflour, then Director of 
Agricultural Education for the county. 

“The professor and his wife were 
very kind to us then and we still count 
them among our dearest friends,” said 
Mrs. Price. 

Two years later Mr. Price became 
Director and during their 22 years in 
Wiltshire Mrs. Price developed an 
interest in pigs. In partnership she 
expanded one of five herds of saddle- 
back pigs left to her by her father- 
in-law, and also studied breeding 
methods. 

This was noticed by the National 
Pig Breeders’ Association, who invited 
her to become an apprentice judge. 
“I made my first appearance at the

Bath and West Show in 1939. As a 
woman judge I was quite a rarity.” 
Then came the war and the herd had 
to be sold. 

During the war Mrs. Price worked 
as a Red Cross nurse in Wiltshire and 
gained the title “meat pie queen” 
through organizing the Ministry of 
Food Meat Pie for Workers scheme 
in the county. 

“Our record was 250,000 pies a 
week,” recalled Mrs. Price, looking 
back to those hectic days. 

It is fitting that the Prices are not: 
leaving Harper Adams until after the 
60th anniversary of the college this 
year. They plan to live in London 
when Mr. Price retires next year. 

Many visitors and students have left 
the college with a horseshoe gift from 
Mrs. Price in their luggage. When 
they glance at these mementos they 
must often recall the homely, friendly 
atmosphere at Harper Adams—an 
atmosphere generated in large measure 
by the Principal’s wife.

salad—meat with fruit really isn’t 
so exotic as it sounds, is it? We are 
quite used to it in these familiar ways 
but there are lots of more unusual! com- 
binations which are just as good. 

Pork is particularly good with fruit. 
Try serving a hot spiced prune purée 
with it as a change from apple sauce, or 
pickled pears. Or with a salad of halved, 
stoned plums on a bed of lettuce leaves 
and a dressing piquant with mustard and 
garlic. 


PORK CHOPS WITH PINEAPPLE 
4 pork chops 6tablespoons 
2 tablespoons sea- pineapple syrup 
soned flour 2 
loz butter lemon juice 
4 tinned pineapple | 2 teaspoons 
slices | ester sauce 
1 teaspoon cornflour | 


tip ~ the chops and coat with seasoned 

flour. Fry quickly until golden 
brown on both sides. ce in a fire- 
proof dish. Heat the fruit syrup, lemon 
juice and Worcester sauce together and 


pour over the chops. 

Bake in a cae oven—Regulo 4; 
350 deg F—auntil the chops are tender— 
about 45 minutes. Drain off the liquid 
into a small pan, bring to the boil and 
stir in the cornflour slaked with a little 
cold water. Simmer for a minute or two 
and pour into a sauce boat. 

Fry the pineapple slices in butter till 
hot through and beginning to brown. 
Serve one on top of each chop.

Cold roast pork is delicious with an 
orange and onion salad. Peel 3 oranges 
and slice them across fairly thinly, sprinkle 
with sugar and finely chopped Spanish 
onion and dress well with a French dress- 
ing made with lemon juice. 

Arrange on a bed of watercress and 
garnish with a few thinly sliced onion 


rings. 
Fried chicken is often served with fried 
bananas—and a wonderful combination 
it is, too; fried pineapple chunks are also 
very good with it. 
Here is a recipe for a chicken casserole 
with oranges that I like very much :— 


MEXICAN CHICKEN WITH ORANGES 
1 jointed chicken 
2Zez batter 
4 tinned red peppers

LT the butter and brown the 
chicken joints lightly all over. I 
cook this dish and most other casserole 
dishes in a big enamel-on-iron pan that 
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A tempting meal—lamb with raisin stuffing and fresh salad. 


can be used on top of the stove as well 
as in the oven. If you haven’t anything 
of this kind transfer the chicken to a large 
earthenware casserole or fireproof dish 
after browning it. 

Add the onion and the crushed cloves 
of garlic to the butter in the pan and cook 
until the onion is soft. Then put in the 
tinned tomatoes and their juice, pour over 
the chicken and add just enough hot 
water to cover it. 

Cover and cook in a moderate oven 
until tender, which will, of course, depend 
on the age and size of your bird. 

Then season rather highly with salt and 
Cayenne—if instead of the Cayenne you 
use a little chilli powder or a few drops 
of chilli sauce so much the better and 
more Mexican. 

Finally, add the peeled and sliced 
oranges and the peppers cut into strips 
and, if you like, a small glass of sherry, 
but this is not essential. Heat through 
and serve with lots of fluffy boiled rice. 


Rabbit stew is good with raisins added 
or you can stir in a tablespoon of bitter 
orange marmalade—rabbit pie used to be 
made with “figgy” pastry, with currants 
and raisins in it. 

Apple rings lightly fried in butter and 
sprinkled with sugar and cinnamon as 
they cook are another pleasant accompani- 
ment to rabbit or to pork. Or cook rabbit 
in this German way :— 


RABBIT IN BEER WITH PRUNES 
1 jointed rabbit 1 —— flour 
1 pint mild beer or | Salt and pepper 

brown ale 8o0z soaked prunes 
2oz dripping 3s teaspoons grated 
2 chopped onions } lemon rind 
FRY the onions in the dripping until 

soft and transparent. Add _ the 

rabbit and fry to a golden brown. 

Transfer the rabbit to a fireproof dish 
and sprinkle the flour into the pan. Blend 
it in and gradually pour in the beer. 
Season to taste, add the prunes and pour 
into the casserole with the rabbit. 

Cover and cook in a very moderate oven 
—Regulo 3; 325 deg F—for about 1} 
hours. 

Serve with creamed potatoes or boiled 
rice and a green vegetable or salad. 

Ham is good with almost any fruit— 
glazed pineapple slices, baked peach 
halves filled with mincemeat, oranges with 


the pulp scooped out, chopped up and 
mixed with chopped crushed pineapple. 
So are gammon and other bacon cuts. 


GAMMON HOCK AND APRICOTS 
1 gammon hock Pinch each of pow- 
1 tin apricots dered nutmeg, 
Few cloves cloves and cinna- 


moo 
Your gammon hock will be easier to 
carve if you have it boned and rolled. 
Soak it for a few hours—overnight if it 
is very salt—and weigh it after soaking. 

Put it in a pan of fresh cold water and 
bring slowly to the boil. Reduce the heat 
and simmer very gently—the water should 
be just trembling—allowing 20 minutes 
to the pound. 

Turn off the heat and let it cool in the 
water for an hour. Take it out, strip off 
the skin, score the fat diagonally in a 
diamond pattern, studding the intersec- 
tions with cloves. 

Heat the syrup from the tin of apricots 
and spice it to taste. Put the gammon in 
a baking dish, pour the syrup over and 
put the fruit round it. 

Place in a moderately hot oven—Regulo 
5; 375 deg F—until it is hot through again 
and the fat is golden brown and shiny— 
about 25 to 30 minutes.

Lamb is almost inseparable in our 
minds from red currant jelly, but orange 
sets it off very well, too—try adding a 
squeeze of orange juice to the gravy with 
roast lamb. 

Or a little grated orange rind is good 
in freshly made mint sauce; make it with 
lemon juice instead of vinegar for a 
change and with plenty of sugar. 


LAMB WITH RAISIN STUFFING 
1 best end of neck | loz butter

Spread on the lamb, roll it up tightly 
and tie it with fine string. Put it in the 
roasting tin, smear it all over with butter 
and roast in a moderately hot oven— 
Regulo 5; 375 deg F—allowing 20 
minutes to the pound and 20 minutes over. 

Serve with a crisp. green salad.

Madge Reynolds reflects on. 
the changing fashions in food 


” ERE, Madge, you may as well 
have this to add to your collec- 
tion,” and my Aunt Eunice, on 

a visit from Somerset, handed over a 

skimmer. “It’s the one your grand- 

mother used to use,” she added, 

I can just remember seeing her using 
it. She was a very old woman without 
any teeth, shrunken, bent and enveloped 
in dull black from head to foot, except 
for her old apron. She would pore, 
mumbling to herself, over the pot hanging 
in the great, gloomy fireplace, using this 
skimmer (which is a flattish iron ladle 
riddled with holes, like a colander), to 
stir and strain the stock. 

I thought she was a witch, muttering 
spells. I used to lie in bed at night 
imagining the wonderful ingredients that 
went into the pot—newts’ eyes, bats’ 
wings, frogs’ legs, fern seed gathered by 
the light of the full moon, and so on. 

This was understandable, of course, 
for, apart from Granny’s_ witch-like 
appearance, all sorts of things did go into 
that pot, mysteriously encased in string 
bags. 

My Grandad used to knit these bags. 
I remember him as a lean old man, 
always collariess though with a large 
brass stud fastening his shirt, and how 
this drew attention to a prominent 
Adam’s apple bobbing up and down be- 
hind the gnarled, leathery skin. 

He used to sit knitting in his hard, 


tall armchair, drawn up by the high win- 
dow to catch the light. I can’t recall 
sufficient details about the contraption 
he used for making the bags to describe it, 
but it was a strange piece of apparatus 
the like of which I have never seen since. 
The idea of the bags was to keep each 
item of the stew separate. The cabbage 
went in one bag, the potatoes in another, 
the onions in another, the herbs in an- 
other, the mutton in another, and they 
all hung together in the simmering pot- 
liquor. It was an appetising brew.

Granny’s pot was a round one, just 
like a witch’s cauldron, Foe gy by a 
notched gear suspended from a bar in 
the chimney. I don’t know what hap- 
pened to it. 

Aunt Eunice’s reference to my collec- 
tion was premature. I don’t really have 
one; in fact, until she put the idea into 
my mind I hadn’t though about making 
one. But now I think I will. 

A collection of old kitchen and farm- 
house utensils. I have my mother’s 
butter-pats and moulds, a brass preserv- 
ing-pan, this skimmer, and a few old 
jugs and plates. I must see what else I 
can unearth. 

Talking of food, Alfred, at thirteen- 
and-a-half, is now five feet four inches 
tall, and broad in proportion. He is evi- 
dently on the way to being a six-footer.

He used to sit knitting in his hard, tall chair. 


All his cousins likewise promise to be 
taller than their parents. 

This, I think, is because they have been 
reared on a better diet than we were. 
When I was young, we were never short 
of food, but I am sure our diet wasn’t 
well-balanced. 

We had lots of starchy food—bread 
with every meal, apple puddings, pies and 
tarts, pastry, dumplings, jam. Sweets, 
being a luxury, we devoured wholesale 
whenever we had the chance, but we sel- 
dom ate much fruit, apart from apples in 
autumn. 

Oranges were included in the Christ~- 
mas treat, whereas my youngsters have 
been brought up on orange-juice.

One further generation back they were 
short of fats. In our house we used often 
to eat dripping instead of butter on our 
bread, and my parents were very keen on 
fat bacon.

I used to 
find it sickly, but my father wolfed it 
down in great gobbets. 

Even now I notice the same prefer- 
ences in Grandad Reynolds, —_— 
father.

F you walk beneath a tree in summer 

and tap one of the branches smartly 
with a stick, you may find a number of 
caterpillars will descend about you, some 
to fall to the ground, others to remain 
suspended from the branch by a thread. 

Any that fall to the ground will have a 
long walk back to their food supply, but 
those that have had the good sense to 
keep attached to the tree will merely 
have to climb up the thread when danger 
has passed. 

This habit of dangling like a spider is 
something these caterpillars do by instinct. 
It is a very effective way of leaving home 
temporarily when an insect-eating bird 
comes prying among the foliage. 

As for the return journey, this is tackled 
in one of two ways. 

If you look closely at some caterpillars 


as they climb, you will notice that they 
twist and jerk the front part of their 
bodies and as they do so, gather up the 
silk in a series of small loops with each 
movement, holding the coils between the 
front legs. 

As the number of coils increase, they 
form quite a bundle beneath the cater- 
pillar’s chin, and when at last the creature 
heaves itself back on to the twig or leaf 
from which it had been suspended, it 
carefully puts the bundle down, and 
either resumes its meal, or else goes to 
sleep to recover from its exertions. 

The other method of climbing is similar 
except that instead of gathering the coils 
of silk and holding them in a bundle 
beneath the chin, the caterpillar eats them. 

In either case, it is usually only the 
younger caterpillars who trust themselves 


to escape in this way. When they get 
older and fatter, they don’t seem to like 
the idea of ing that extra weight to 


plop down on the end of so fine a silk 
hread.
